Last ‘Audrey’ rehearsal 


results in mild hysteria 


Missed cues, muffed lines prompt ad libs 


which bring anguish to faculty directors

Laughs were a dime a dozen at the dress rehearsal for 
“Audrey” Wednesday night in the auditorium. Though the 
script provided a fair share, the “lion’s share” was ad lib, 
on-the-spur-of-the-moment stuff that had faculty director

About 45 minutes slowly 
because, as one onlooker aptly 
put it, “Everyone’s running 
around looking for a few lost 
screws, bolts and , -orchestra 
members.” 


Repetition

group was the dancers, speak- 
ing, of course, from a critical 
standpoint.

However, it 
was unfortunate that their cos- 
tumes had not yet arrived and 
they were on. stage in black 
sweaters and white shorts.

Monday night the Omaha University cagers will re- 
turn to their home court for an 8 p.m. tussle with the Peru 
Bobcats. It will be the first 1952 home game for the In- 


dians. 

Monday night’s game will be 
the second inside of a week with 
the Bobcats. Last Tuesday, OU 
downed the Peru squad, 71-65. 

That victory was the first 
time that the Omaha team had 
ever defeated Peru State on the 
Bobeat court. The win also gave 
the Indians a season record of 
six wins against three losses. 


Peru posts 3-7 
So far this season the Peru 


five, coached by Newt Kyle, has: 


posted a 3-7 slate. But. this rec- 
ord is not indicative of the pot- 
ent Bobcat crew. 

They have dropped- tilts to 
Regis College of Denver, Wash- 
burn, Western Illinois Teachers 
and Pittsburg Kansas Teachers. 

They claim East Texas Bap- 
tist, Northern Oklahoma and 
Missouri Valley College on the 
right side of their record. 

The Omahans will have to be 
at their best Monday night to 
down the Bobcats, for the second 
time, as the Peru cagers will be 
trying to avenge the loss suf- 
fered on their home court.

Coach Kyle has two aces up
